Alfred E. Smith laid plans to take 
the convention floor Tuesday against: 
changing the time-honored rule, and 
predicted it would be kept. 

Farley, also in a talk with report- 
ers, Was just as confident both that 
some form allowing for a majority 
vote to nominate would approved 
and that Senator Walsh, of Montana, 
would be elected permanent chairman. 
“We have the votes,” he said. 

Matter of Keeping Word. 
Smith insisted the anti-Roosevelt 
line-up would not compromise back- 
ing of Jouett Shouse against Walsh 
for the permanent chairmanship.

All in all, as conferences dragzed 
on into the night, there were signs 
of a stiffening of the lines for and 
against the New York governor.

Revolt T opples Siamese Throne 


In Absence of King Prajadhipo 


BANGKOK, Siam, June 24.—(4)—‘ 


One of the world’s few remaining ab- 
solute monarchies toppled today when 
the army and navy of this picturesque 
land suddenly revolted and set up a 
“constitutional monarchy.” 

The coup was almost bloodless. The 
army chief of staff was believed shot 
to death, however, by his own men,
